Red Industrial 
Picture Bright 
Moscow Insists 


Moscow Jan. 18 — f/Pi 
sia's industrial production l e v e l 
last year exceeded goals set for 
1950 
and personal incomes 
rose 
sharply, an official announcement 
said today. 
In an economic report on 1949 


achievements, the chief of the sta- 
tistical administration announced 
that industrial production was five 
per cent over the rate expected for 
1950.The report said that during the 
last quarter of 1949 Soviet indus- 
try produced 53 per cent more than 
the average output in prewar 1940. 
No actual production figures were 
'given. The general increase over 
1948 was 20 per cent. 
Soviet workers earned 12 per 
cent more in 1949 than they did in 
1948 and peasants earned 14 per 
cent more. These figures boosted 
income by 24 per cent for workers 
and 30 per cent for peasants over 
the 1940 level the report said. 
The main i n d u s t rial items to 
show an increase over 
the 1950 


goals were coal, rolled steel land 
oil.
